Homestead Regulations 


All even-numbered sections of Dominion 
Linds in Manitoba or the North-West Ter 
ritories, except ® and 26, which have not 
been homest:aded, reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or other purposes, may be 
homesteaded by any person whe is the sole 
head of a family, or male over cighteen year> 
of age, to the extent of one quarter section 
of 160 acres, more or less. 


ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the loca! 
land office in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteader desires he may. 
on application te the Minister of the Inter. 
ior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of Domin- 
ion Lands, Winnipeg, receive authority for 
some one to make the entry for him. A fee 
of 310 is charged for an ordinary homes ead 
entry; but for lands which have been occu 
pied an additional fee of 310 is chargeab'e to 
ineet inspection and cancellation expenses. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 

Under the present law homestead duties 
may be performed in three ways, and on 
making application for entry the sottler 
must declare under which of the following 
conditions he elects to hold his land: 


~~ ° . ; 
1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, 


during which period the settler may not be 
absent for more than six months in any one 
year without forfeiting the entry. 

2. Residence for three years anywhere 
within two miles of the homestead quartet 
section, and afterwards actual residence ina 
balitable house upon the homestead for 


three months next prior to application for | 
patent. Under this system 10 aeres must be | 


broken the first year after entry, 15 ad dition 
alin the secoud, and 15 in the third sear; 
10 acres to be in crop the second year, and 
25 acres the third year. 

3. The five years’ svatem under which a 
settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years (but must perfect Lis entry by com- 
meneing cultivation within six months after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
tiret year, cropping those 5 acres and break- 
ing 10 aeres additional the second year, and 
also building a habitable house before the 
end of the second year. The settler must 
commence ac‘ual residence on the homestead 
at the expiration of two years from the dats 
of entry, and thereafter reside upon aud cul-
